It is admitted by all people that good 
roads are important essentials to the 
progress of communities of people. To 
guarantee to a man progress and pros¬ 
perity in any sort of business enterprise 
every obstruction must be removed 
from the avenues through which trade 
may travel to him. If he erects his 
business house upon an island and neg¬ 
lects to bridge the water bo the people 
may easily and comfortably come to 
him be may expect bankruptcy. Folks 
are not inclined to swim rivers and 
climb over mountains to buy sugar, 
coffee and calico, when the "trade can 
be made" on this side of the river, or 
at the foot of this side of the moun¬ 
tain, and that, too, in a very satisfac¬ 
tory manner. 

It is hard for us to understand why 
business men are not thoroughly inter¬ 
ested in the question of good roads. 

Productive farms along miserably 
muddy and rocky byways are low-priced 
farms, and are usually the property‘of 
men who have neither the means nor 
the inclination to make bountiful crops. 
■Goods roads, besides enhancing the val¬ 
ue of farm landB, produce contentment 
and happiness among the people. When 
a man knows he can jog the old horse 
into town with never a twist of a Wheel 
in a rut nor a balk on a rocky hill, he 
becomes pretty well satisfied with his 
lot in life, and has no desire to "sell out 
and leave.” 

But the people must remember that 
it takes money—lots of it—to keep 
roads in good condition. 

Let us briefly look into the road ques¬ 
tion in Washington county. 

The county assessment is $4,000,000; 
tax rate 50 cents—25 cents for turn¬ 
pikes and bridges, and 25 cents for the 
general fund. The Fiscal Court appro¬ 
priates the full amount—$10,000 —for 
pikes aijid bridges; it is then some times 
necessary to draw on the general fund 
in order to meet indebtedness incurred 
over and above the appropriation. No 
given amount is designated by the 
law for dirt roads, but out of the 
general fund the Fiscal Court appro¬ 
priates $2,500 to be expended on these 
roads. Every cent of this money is 
economically used in. working the dirt 
roads, but it does not begin to put them 
in more than a passable condition. 

It will seen that with these appro¬ 
priations made, and the money expend 
ed, the county has left $7,500 with 
which to pay all other expenses. Out 
of this amount about $2,000 is given to 
support the paupers of the county. 

It must be very evident to all people 
who are acquainted with these condi¬ 
tions that it requires close economy and 
sound business judgment on the part of 
our county officials to make both ends 
meet. 

In Washington county we have ap¬ 
proximately 225 miles of pike and 250 
mi'es of dirt road.

.Certainly, the Post is not disappoint¬ 
ed that an explanation is not given by 
the trust for the increase in the price 
of meat. When highwaymen, in the 
"days of old” robbed the stage coach, 
nja explanation was given.

"A higher charge is imposed for i 
meat today than during the season of j 
g^eat prosperity three years ago.' La- 
bbr is cheap; the 1 farmers and the stock- 
men are anxious to sell; the railroads 
are in a position to ship with much less 
dpjay, but, nevertheless, the Meat 1 
l'rust increases! the price to the-con¬ 
sumer. 

"The packing houses of Chicago have I 
had ample time to recover from the ex¬ 
posures of several years ago. It Is 
reasonable to suppose that rr.ueb of 
their profits were swept away by those j 
hideous discoveries, but they have had 
time to and claimed to have reformed j 
every abuse. The demand for meat can | 
hardly have fallen off to any apprecia¬ 
ble extent, for families in this country 
must have meat and coal, even if they 
do without other things. 

"The EJvening Post hopes that the 
poor people of this country will never 
reach the stage of many of the inhabi¬ 
tants of Southern Europe, where meat 
is considered a luxury not to be had 
over once a wee^t at the best. 

"How much ! the Meat Trust is re¬ 
sponsible for the recent increase in the

"night riders.” 

The trials began after both the Com¬ 
monwealth and defense announced 
ready at 9 o’clock this morning in the 
case against Robert Duncan. On the 
witness stand during the day young 
men and old men, some past the three¬ 
score and ten allotment, told of the 
brutal treatment administered to them 
during the dead hours of the night by 
the men on trial, all of whom were 
recognized bv one or more of the wit¬ 
nesses and pointed out in the densely- 
crowded courtroom.

DISTRICT LAW. 


The following letter ‘ of instruction 
has been sent out bv the Superinten¬ 
dent of Public Instruction: 

Frankfort, March 25, 1908.—I hand 
school officers herewith a copy of the 
full text of House Bill No. 141, which 
passed both branches of the General 
Assembly and was approved by the 
Governor March 24, 1908. The law goes 
into effect June 15, 1908. The county 
is to be divided into Educational Di¬ 
visions before July 15, 1908; each school 
trustee on the

In 
order to combat with night riders a se¬ 
cret meeting was held and plans for 
protection discussed and adopted. 
Charges of dynamite have been placed 
along all roads, to which are attached 
wires connected with electric batteries. 
In case night riders appear signals are 
to be given and by the pressure upon 
buttons the charges will be exploded. 
Night watches will be placed at con¬ 
venient points and when the riders gre 
in the vicinity of the explosive they 
will be blown up. The charges are so 
arranged that they car.not be exploded 
except by pressure in the respective 
tiutton8. Nobody but the promoters of 
the scheme know the location of the 
charges. The project of protection tyas 
elicited wide Interest and doubtless the 
same plan will be placed into operation 
throughout the state.

the natural and legal rights of the 
poor and weak. 

The; constitution of the ancient re¬ 
public. of Rome, which for 500 years 
had recognized the voice of the people 
as supreme, was expanded by execu¬ 
tive interpretation and contracted by 
executive administration, until Rome 
bad TO completely outgrown Its demo- 
critic>c pndl$ tea3 as to become only 
a trifrtdy and a (tradition. Let us im¬ 
plore the aid of Him on high to pre¬ 
serve Us from the errors which ruined 
Rome, by the avoidance of which 
America may travel on to that destiny 
and realize that fulfillment which will 
he the inspiration of right-thinking 
men of all ages yet to come. 

Our Igovernment is divided into 
three separate and distinct co-ordi¬ 
nate branches: the legislative, the 
executive and the judicial. Danger 
will sutely come to this republic when 
any of these departments of govern¬ 
ment attempt in the slightest degree

Does Not Approve of Commonwealths 
Being Made Subservient to In¬ 
ferior Federal Courts—Would 
Uphold Constitution.

Oov. John A. Johnson of Minnesota 
delivered at the dedication of the Min¬ 
nesota monument on Sblloh battle- 
field, April 10, an address that will 
rank as one of the ablest public do- 
liverances of recent times. Spoken 
on a battlefield that may be taken as 
the symbol of the great war for the 
union, the governor took occasion to- 
tell of the peril that threatens our fed¬ 
eral form of gorernmen This peril 
was emphasized by the recent deci¬ 
sion of the supreme court In the rail¬ 
way cases going up from Minnesota 
and North Carolina, which practi¬ 
cally makes the state governments 
subservient to the Inferior federal 
courts. The significance of these de¬ 
cisions Is widely understood, and'they 
have given rise to a general d(scu«- 
aion of the question of the rights of 
the states, and Gov. Johnson's speech 
will rank as an Important contribu¬ 
tion to that discussion. The dedica¬ 
tory address in part follows: 

Representing the people of the com¬ 
monwealth of Minnesota, we are as¬ 
sembled on one of the historic bfttie- 
flebis of the civil war to pay our trib¬ 
ute of respect and affection to the 
memory of the sons of Minnesota 
who here yielded up their lives that 
this might continue to be a united na¬ 
tion.. Their sacrifice waa not for per¬ 
sonal gain, but was in response to 
duty, and a contribution to the civ 
llizallon of the age, and for the pur¬ 
pose of perpetuating the Institution of 
human liberty. 

I appreciate that nothing which I 
can say will add to or detract from 
the glory of their achievement, which 
in itself -is an enduring monument to 
the patriotism and heroism of the 
American soldier. Their sacrifice, 
however, was not different from that 
which has been made throughout all 
of the ages by those lovers of liberty 
who believe in a government which 
might give to all the people the right 
to life, liberty and property. The 
love of liberty was not born In this 
country ef ours; it was cradled along 
the Danube and about the shores of 
the Baltic, even when Rome mad 
reached the limit of her Imperial 
grandeur. Increasing In Intensity 
with the passing of the centuries, it 
found Its highest expression in the 
older countries In the great English 
charter of civil rights, which forever 
guaranteed to the people of that land 
immunity from the despotism of those 
who claimed to rule by virtue of Di¬ 
vine right. 

One hundred and thirty-two years 
ago the great contest of humanity was 
transferred from the old world to the 
new, and here, because of the Isola¬ 
tion of this country, because of the 
high character of the man who es¬ 
poused the cause of liberty, and be¬ 
cause of the signal victory achieved 
by them in that struggle, an opportu¬ 
nity was afforded to crystallize Into 
written law the aspirations of the pa¬ 
triots of all the ages. The men who 
built the foundations of this govern¬ 
ment were those who had submitted 
to the supreme test of patriotism, for 
those who Inspired the constitution of 
the United Staves were the same who 
had pledged their lives, their proper¬ 
ties and their sacred honor to the 
cause of Independence. 

While the primary object of a writ¬ 
ten constitution Is to define govern¬ 
mental powers, and to limit govern¬ 
mental departments, the overwhelm-

is, to my mind, one of the unhappy 
incidents In the history of our repub¬ 
lic, because the very theory of our 
government is baaed upon the right of 
the states to control absolutely their 
9-vn domestic affairs. 

If, then, our whole system of gov¬ 
ernment Is changed, have we not only 
retarded the progress of the republic, 
but have we not gone back a century 
toward a centralized form of gov¬ 
ernment which 4s nolt to the advan¬ 
tage of the people? What this gov¬ 
ernment needB is not more power. 
What it needs to-day la, to so dis¬ 
tribute the privileges under the gov¬ 
ernment that all citizens will have 
equal opportunity. America has been 
called the land of opportunity. But 
American opportunity should not 
mean a granting of special privileges 
to any class, but should afford all alike 
the means for culture, education, pros¬ 
perity and contentment. 

For nearly a century and a half 
America haa presented to the world 
the spectacle of a happy, prosperous 
and Intelligent people, maintaining a 
pure democracy founded upon their 
supreme will. The hallmark of a de¬ 
mocracy Is that the powers of gov¬ 
ernment are close to the people. 
Throughout the world, wherever de¬ 
mocracy la advancing. Its progress Is 
marked by a greater measure of self- 
government to each community. Will 
the American people turn to the set¬ 
ting rather than the rising sun? Shall 
we now, because some laws are found 
Irksome by a class and Interfere with 
their selfish aims, commence to de¬ 
prive our sovereign states of that 
measure of home rule which until now 
they have seen fit to reserve to them¬ 
selves? I cannot believe It. Upon 
the contrary 1 believe that the llmlta 
tlons upon state and federal govern- 
ments. the nice balancing of the pow¬ 
ers of each, and of the different de¬ 
partments in each, which have been 
ao efficacious in the past, will be 
maintained In their full vigor In the 
future. 

Therefore, discharging all of our 
responsibilities as citizens of a coun¬ 
try, refusing to surrender our rights 
of citizenship In any degree, let ua so 
live that the heroism exemplified on 
this and other American battlefields 
may not be simply a tradition, and 
the national wisdom of our forefa¬ 
thers a mere legend, but that through 
us and those to come America will 
reach her full destiny in the perma¬ 
nent establishment of a perfect union, 
which ahall be not for to-day nor for 
to-morrow, but forever, and be eo es¬ 
tablished that it will he for all of 
the people, and that their government 
shall not perish.
